New Orleans 

After three long months, the bleed- 
ing from the bottom of the Gulf of 
Mexico has been finally, merciful- 
ly stanched. But in so many ways, 
the prognosis remains uncertain. 

Which species will rebound, and 
which have been pushed beyond 
the brink? Has the oil accelerated 
the die-off of marshlands that pro- 
tect one of America’s great cities 
and make this the nation’s second 
most-productive fishing region? 
What effect will the BP spill have 
on the future of deep-sea drill- 
ing — at once boon and bane — 
in the Gulf? 

And, of more immediate con- 
cern to people along the nation’s 
southern coast, where will the 
millions of as-yet uncollected, 
unburned, unseen gallons of oil 
from the blown-out Deepwater 
Horizon well end up? 

Just as the stumbling federal 
response to Hurricane Katrina five 
years ago exposed not just chinks, 
but spider web networks of fissures 
in our national armor, the failure 
to prevent and then quickly stop 
the spill has shaken many people’s 
faith in American might. 


“We’re a superpower — the Unit- 
ed States,” New Orleans chef and 
sometime fishing guide Eric Schutz- 
man said recently. “We put a man 
on the moon. You’d think we’d have 
enough brilliant minds to get it all 
cleaned up and get on with it.” 

Since the Deepwater Horizon 
exploded on April 20 and sank 50 
miles off the tip of Louisiana, as 
much as 184 million gallons of crude 
have hemorrhaged into the gulf 

To get an idea of what Gulf 
Coast residents might be facing, 
many have looked back to the 
region’s last worst drilling acci- 
dent — the 1979 Ixtoc spill. It took 
Pemex, Mexico’s state-owned oil 
company, 10 months to contain the 


Signs of Trouble 

A federal official said Sunday 
that scientists are concerned about 
a seep and possible methane seen 
near BP’s busted oil well in the Gulf 
of Mexico. Both could be signs there 
are leaks in the well that’s been 
capped off for three days. The offi- 
cial spoke to The Associated Press 
on condition of anonymity Sunday.

spill. By then, 140 million gallons of 
crude had bled into the gulf 
Wes Tunnell, associate director 


of the Harte Research Institute for 
Gulf of Mexico Studies at Texas A&M 
University-Corpus Christi, is travel- 
ing the region, looking for traces of 
the spUl and speaking to people who 
lived through it. Tunnell and his col- 
leagues interviewed 74-year-old Jose 
Chay, a longtime fisherman in Celes- 
tun, Yucatan. Chay told Tunnell that 
the spill forced locals to switch to jobs 
such as salt mining, crabbing in the 
lagoon or making charcoal from the 
region’s lush forests. 

Some started fishing again in 
about two years, but with poor 
results. As Chay said, “it perma- 
nently killed all of the oysters and 
clams, the same thing we heard in 
Isla Arenas yesterday.” (ap)

Home Remedy Eyed for the Flu 


Microneedles could 
make getting annual 
shot much easier 

Washington 

One day your annual flu shot could 
come in the mail. 

At least that’s the hope of 
researchers developing a new meth- 
od of vaccine delivery that people 
could even use at home: a patch 
with microneedles. 

Microneedles? 

That’s right: tiny little needles 
so small you don’t even feel them. 
Attached to a patch like a Band- 
Aid, the little needles barely pen- 
etrate the skin before they dissolve 
and release their vaccine. 

Researchers led by Mark Praus- 
nitz of Georgia Institute of Tech- 
nology reported their research on 
microneedles in Sunday’s edition 
of Nature Medicine. 



A patch using microneedles that feel 
like sandpaper may help fight the flu. 


The business side of the patch 
feels like fine sandpaper, he said. 
In tests of microneedles without 
vaccine, people rated the discom- 
fort at one-tenth to one-twentieth 
that of getting a standard injec- 
tion, he said. Nearly everyone said 
it was painless. 


Some medications are already 
delivered by patches, such as nico- 
tine patches for people trying to quit 
smoking. That’s simply absorbed 
through the skin. But attempts to 
develop patches with the flu vaccine 
absorbed through the skin have not 
been successful so far. 

In the Georgia Tech work, the 
vaccine is still injected. But the nee- 
dles are so small that they don’t hurt 
and it doesn’t take any special train- 
ing to use this kind of patch. 

So two problems are solved right 
away — fear of needles, and dis- 
posal of leftover hypodermic nee- 
dles. “The goal has been a means 
to administer the vaccine that is 
patient-friendly,” Mark R. Praus- 
nitz of Georgia Tech said. 

That means “not only not 
hurting or looking scary, but 
that patients could self-adminis- 
ter,” he said, and people would be 
more likely to get the flu vaccine.

No Water Pipe 
Puffs for Women

Gaza’s Hamas rulers have banned 
women from smoking water pipes 
in cafes, calling it a practice that 
destroys marriages and sullies the 
image of the Palestinian people.

Fan Riot at UMd. Probed 



Police actions ahead 
of beating reviewed 
for possible cover-up 

College Park, Md. 

Detectives investigating the March 
incident in which Prince George’s 
County police officers in riot gear 
beat an unarmed University of 
Maryland student have reviewed 
e-mails and text messages of high- 
ranking police commanders at the 
scene, according to sources famil- 
iar with the investigation. 

The investigators are trying to 
determine whether police supervi- 
sors gave orders that led to the beat- 
ing and whether any commanders 
tried to cover up the incident, said 
the sources. 

Detectives reviewed e-mails 


and cell phone messages sent and 
received by police commanders 
March 3, the night of the beat- 
ing, and for a period of time after 
that, two sources said. Investiga- 
tors also reviewed e-mails and 


text messages sent and received 
in mid-April, when attorneys for 
the beaten student released a 
video of the incident that prompt- 
ed media attention, ruben castaneda

Report: Crime 
Down in Region 


Washington 

Crime is down across the Wash- 
ington region, according to a new 
report by the Metropolitan Wash- 
ington Council of Governments. 

The report says crime fell 8 per- 
cent last year in the District, subur- 
ban Maryland and Northern Vir- 
ginia, led by drops in violent crime. 
Homicides fell 22.6 percent, rapes 
were down 7.8 percent, and robber- 
ies dropped 7.3 percent, according 
to the report. 

Maryland’s D.C. suburbs saw 
the greatest drop with crime off 
11 percent, while the District saw 
crime drop 6.2 percent, and North- 
ern Virginia reported a 4 percent 
decrease, (ap)

Under 40? No Pension for You! 



Young people: Start 
saving for retirement 
now or struggle later 

Personal Finance 

If your junior-high soundtrack 
was more Bangles or Britney than 
Beatles, Fm going to try to scare 
some sense into you with three 
words about life in retirement, 
based on personal experience: The 
paychecks stop. 

If you’re, say, under 40 — and 
especially if you’re under 30 — you 
probably have worked only at firms 
or agencies that offered 401(k)s or 
their nonprofit cousin, the 403(b). 
That means that when you finally 
do retire 25 or 35 years from now, 
you will be responsible for provid- 
ing for your own income. No pen- 
sion for you! 

Over the past year, I’ve learned a 
few things about how to retire suc- 
cessfully without a pension. 

First, take a moment to think 
about how much money you’ll need 
each year after you stop work- 
ing. Start by itemizing your usual 


expenses. Estimate your rent or 
your mortgage and property tax. 
Make reasonable assumptions 
about what you spend on food, util- 
ities, essential travel, clothing, car 
repairs and so on. 

Whatever figure you come up 


with — let’s say, $50,000 — consid- 
er it a minimum. Divide it by 26 to 
come up with your biweekly retire- 
ment income — about $1,925. 

So without a pension, how much 
do you need to get $50,000 (before 
inflation) each year? Simply put: 


a bundle. If you plan to retire at 
65 and hope to have at least 30 
years in retirement, you’ll proba- 
bly need something like $1.5 mil- 
lion in today’s dollars. Even a little 
inflation could push that to $3 mil- 
lion if you’re two or three decades 
from retirement. 

Here’s more bad news: Just sav- 
ing a lot isn’t going to be enough. 
Let’s say you’re 30 years from retir- 
ing, you earn $100,000 now and 
you guess that your income will 
go up by about 3 percent a year. 
Even if you earmark 10 percent of 
every paycheck for your retirement 
and your employer adds another 
5 percent, you’ll have set aside only 
about $713,000 by the time you 
stop working. That’s half of what 
you’ll need for that $50,000 annu- 
al income. 

To live comfortably in retire- 
ment, whatever you save has to 
grow — and its growth has to beat 
inflation by at least a percent or 
two. The bottom line is that the 
only way to ensure that decades 
from now you will have enough 
money to live on is to invest wisely.

Can’t Stand ‘Seat Hogs’? 

You’re not alone. Complaints grow louder over the lack of civility on the Metro 


Why Do Riders Hog Seats? 

THE PSYCHOLOGY 

Industry experts are hard-pressed to explain the psychology 
of people who are unnecessarily greedy with space — blocking 
off seats, standing in doorways or obstructing aisles. “It puzzles 
me," said Norman Rhodes, senior vice president of transporta- 
tion for the New York consulting firm Hatch Mott MacDonald. “I 
suppose people don’t want to give up their private space." 

HOW OTHER CITIES HANDLE IT 
In New York, subway authorities have banned selfishness 
with seats. A rider who occupies more than one seat, places a 
foot on a seat, lies on the floor or blocks movement on a train 
risks being cited for “disorderly conduct" and charged a $50 
fine. Metro, however, has no such rule, preferring to rely on the 
civility of Washingtonians. 


Just Wait Until 2020 

That doesn’t necessarily mean relief for the 
Metro passengers of tomorrow. Metro is 
anticipating even higher levels of congestion by 
2020, including

Washington 

Brooke Timmons grasped a bar in 
the middle of a crowded Red Line 
railcar and held on, looking exas- 
perated as she tried to keep her 
balance while the train jerked and 
accelerated down the track. 

On both sides of Timmons sat 
riders referred to on commuter 
websites as “seat hogs.” A man and 
woman occupied aisle seats with 
empty spots beside them but made 
no move to slide over and offer Tim- 
mons a seat. 

“There is a self-centeredness 
about it. ‘My space is more impor- 
tant than you,’” said Timmons, 37, 
who grew up in Vinita, Okla., pop- 
ulation 6,000, where, she said, gen- 
tility prevailed. 

As Washington’s public tran- 
sit network grows more congest- 
ed, with Metro projecting “unman- 
ageable” levels of saturation on its 
rail system by 2020, the phenome- 
non of people taking up more than 
their fair share of space is becom- 
ing increasingly touchy. 

Called Out 

Twitter users and commenters on 
transit blogs such as Unsuck DC 
Metro frequently sound off about 
people who place purses, briefcases, 
feet or wet umbrellas on seats next 
to them in jammed trains. 

“This is one of my favorite kinds 
of Metro riders. It’s bad enough that 
she’s doing the ‘sit-on-the-outside- 
seat-so-no-one-will-try-to-sit-next- 
to-me,’ but she’s also got her filthy 
foot on a seat,” “Amanda” said in 
a blog post. “Several people were 
standing, including myself.” 

Commuter irritation over the 
problem is not limited to Washing- 
ton. Last fall, a 33-year-old Manhat- 
tan businessman posted to Face- 
book a picture of a woman with her 
legs crossed taking up two seats 
on a New York subway car while 


scratching a lottery ticket. 

“It created a lot of outrage,” 
said the businessman, who decid- 
ed to create the website Seathogs. 
com and post photographs aimed 


at shaming the guilty into behav- 
ing. The site has attracted photos 
of territorially insensitive public 
transit riders from cities such as 
Toronto and Hong Kong. 


On the Fringes 

Anecdotal evidence suggests 
that during the morning and after- 
noon crushes, only the most bra- 
zen will attempt to monopolize 


space on subway cars. Instead, seat 
hogs tend to inhabit the fringes of 
rush hour, victimizing less-asser- 
tive commuters, Metro riders say. 

On a Red Line train, Hannah 
Platt, a junior at Walt Whitman 
High School in Bethesda, flopped 
down with her bag and put her 
feet up on the empty seat next to 
her. As the train filled with eve- 
ning commuters, Allison Sarraci- 
ino stood near Platt but did not 
say anything. 

“I was giving her a chance to 
move,” said Sarraciino, of Albu- 
querque. Eventually, Platt took 
the cue. 

Before they knew it, Sarraciino, 
an intern at the Agriculture Depart- 
ment, and Platt, who works at the 
Alliance for Green Heat, began 
exchanging notes on summer jobs.

‘Hell Week’ Comes Early for Redskins 


McNabb set to host 
teammates in Ariz.

The Redskins 

The Washington Redskins don’t 
report for training camp until July 29, 
but Donovan McNabb’s “Hell Week” 
is scheduled to get under way bright 
and early Monday in Arizona. 

While the weeks that lead up to 
training camp are generally treat- 
ed as downtime across the NFL, 
the Redskins quarterback has invit- 
ed some of his new teammates to 
his Phoenix-area home for a week 
of grueling workouts and team 


building. 

“I think it’s important for the 
specialists on the offense to have 
that chemistry, to have that bond,” 
McNabb says, “where they can trust 
me and I can trust them.” 

To that end, McNabb invited the 
Redskins’ receivers, tight ends and 
running backs to Arizona to take part 
in his regular offseason workout pro- 
gram.
